The law has been adopted; it only 


remains to carry it into effect. All 
good citizens will quietly acquiesce 
in the verdict, and conform with the 
provisions of the statute. Whether 
the Courts will sustain the law or 
not, remains to be seen, but until an 
adverse decision is rendered by that 
body, the Local Option law is euti- 
tled'to the same reverence and ve- 
spect, and ought to be as rigidly en- 
forced, as any act upon the statute 
books of California.
